McLean, his 
name is an assumed one, has a mother living 
whom he would keep in ignorance of his and her 
disgrace, lest it should kill her. He has also a 
wife and children. With crocodile tears he 
made a mock appeal before the court, referring to 
his family. When leaving the room, he remarked 
that his crying did him about as much good as 
_ he thought it would. 

Here then is a man who has had a fair place 
in society, and prospects and generous hopes of 
youthful blood; he now walks in a felon’s gang, 
aod draws around bim the curious vulgar crowd. 
Like a knell to his heart is the clank of the chain.

Yet a blessed change is steadily taking 
place in the character of the population. The 
early education obtained by thousands in schools 
and churches and christian homes, under the in- 
struction of praying mothers, and fathers 
and revered teachers, is not lost. It re 
mains, in vigor and strength, in the deep recesses 


of the soul, speaking, as with authority. It de 


mands bere the same public sentiment and insti- 
tutions that make our Eastern homes so lovely, 
and therefore so longed for. The principles into 
which these masses were educated, is working a 
steady reclamation from the character into which 
circumstances and the presence of a foreign pop- 
ulation at first plunged our State. We love this 
land as our home, asthe country of our adoption, 
where to rear our children, and fit them for a 
leading part in her great future. 

In the mountains are our friends and our work. 
The city recedes from view ; the boat plows her 
way over the Bay ; hills, islands and inlets speed 
past; the swift tide of the straits of Carquinas 
scarcely check our speed ; the rippling waters of 
the shallow Suisun dash and sport about us for 
a little time; the great river comes pouring on 
10 Oppose our course, but our craft throws its 
muddy waves aside as in play and sends them over 
the low banks, raging im big surges, before which 
bend aud reel the thick tulares like flax before a 
driving storm. At length the city, whose jarring 
name is but the echo of the river's half civilized 
cognomen, is early reached and the stage wheels 
us away rocking and bounding through dust 
and past scattering trees, over the wide ptains, 
ainong the foot hills, and now the mountains; 
and Jo! around, the miners are at work. 

We are set down at something of a town 
known by the poetic designation of Mud Springs. 
But hold—a law has been passed that, henceforth 
no one shall calf this place Mud Spring, but “E1 
Dorado.” ; But a law is often more easily made 
than enforced, and the town will long be known 
by the name received at its christening. Yet 
EI! Dorado is a fine place, well worthy of a good 
appellation. It contains perhaps three hundred 
people with some forty families, most of whom 
are permanent settlers. ‘There isa good school 
and church, a division of the Sons of ‘Temperance, 
and in general very good society, ‘Around, in 
the suburbs are some fine farms, extending out 
through the wide spread oaks. Wheat, barley 
and oats, will often grow in California better un- 
der the trees than where they ure cut away. ‘The 
tree isa screen from the heat of the sun and it 
preserves the moisture for the smaller grain. 
‘The hills are not large in this region and much 
land can be cultivated. ‘The streets of this town 
are well sprinkled, as they are now in many 
mountain towns, by watering carts, during the 
dry season. ‘The housés ure well built and with- 
al 1t appears like a town of good, tidy citizens. 
Two miles farther eastward, is Diamond Springs 


a much larger town, of a thousand or twelve 
hundred people. While this is a good business 
place and has some excellent inhabitants, it yet 
seems to have too much politics and too few 
books. There is less interest in public schools 
and in churches, than we would like to see. We 
learned that there is at presciit no resident minis- 
ter in the place, although they have preaching. 

Weaverville, a few miles South-east we found 
had greatly changed since we saw it in '49.— 
The houses are old and falling to ruin. 
earth is thrown up in dry heaps. The earth has 
been dug over and great pits and gorges left 
yawning. ‘The roads are changed, and the trees 
and wild woods are cut away; and a few people 
walk slowly about as though imbued with the 
spirit‘of desolation that prevails. All the little 
circumstances and incidents of an earlier day, 
with the faces of those we then knew, arose in 
memory with perfect distinctness; and as we 
wandered out alone in the still, early morning to 
identify the places of remembered scenes,we could 
have sat down and wept under the feeling of sad- 
ness which all impressed upon the soul. 
change wrought in six years here seemed like the 
wasting of a generation, for wasting as well as 
progress is rapid in California, and we believe 
the feelings ; awakened were similar to those of 
an old man. ‘of 70, re-visiting the desolate home 
of the first- thirty years of his lite. Whence 
these feelings, and what the source of these strong 
emotions? It is the earnest longing of the im- 
mortal spirit of man after the permanent, the 
enduring. This, the earth cannot meet, and all 
the changes of time, especially its desolating ones 
only pain and sadden. In heaven only is stabili- 
ty. Men are earnest to secure for themselves on 
earth permanent dwellings, possessions and sup- 
plics. Wretchedly do they mistake time for eter- 
nity, earth for heaven,.and gold for God. 

Six years since Weaverville was one of the 
most flourishing of towns, but now it is four-fifths 
demolished or removed, but we learn that yet 
rich diggings are discovered in the vicinity and 
that some extensive tunnels. are being driven 
into the hills with encouraging prospects of suc- 
| 

We turned to the east then southeast, through 
a region of moderatcly rolling hills and forests 
of good timber, with occasional, fine, plcasant 
farms, exbibing an astonishing abundance of 
growing végetables, especially those that are 
produced upen vines. Melons of the finest kind, 
this year are almost a drug in the market, and in 
another year or more they must rot in vast loads

Yet 
the common price here is as high as_ twenty-five 
dollars the thousand. After a journey of some 
sixteen miles, exclusive of all the deviations and 
visits we made and crossing the rather deep gor- 
ges of the north and middie forks of the Cosum- 
nes, we were glad at length to arrive at a small 
pleasant mountain town, beautifully situated 
among the trees in an elevated position and 
called Fairplay. There are those who would 
be willing to travel around the earth to reach 
Sar play, 8.

Paul was fond of representing the Christian 
life under figures drawn from the contests at the 
Olympic Games. The prize there was held, in 
the estimation of the competitors, paramount to 
every other object. With great pains they train- 
ed themselves for the struggle, and then strained 
every nerve to win the victor'’s glorious crown. 
They abandoned everything else in their devotion 
to the one object; their earnestness was almost 
feurfully intense: their energics were roused to 
their utmost. could not have struggled 
barder had life itself depended upon success, as 
in some cases it did. The Race was one of the 
most exciting of their games—the victor in it, 
one of the most extolled of mortals. This was 
Paul's favorite figure. He represents himself as 
running for the Christian prize with his eye fixed 
steadily upon its mark; so absorbed that he for- 
gets all the distance passed, and all the difficul- 
ties already surmounted, intent only to overcome 
those before him, and so eager that he stretches 
both hands towards the prize as heruns. Oh 
Christian, what a rebuke to thy laggard steps, 
to thy wandering eye turning its wanton glances 
upon a thousand glittering vanities on cither side 
of your course, drawing your feet out of the 
straight and narrow path, and causing them to 
often trip and stumble—what a rebuke to thy 
sluggard indolence, which tires of severe effort 
and stops to rest; what a rebuke to thy dallying 
pride which stops to look back with sélf-compla- 
cent satisfaction, and plumes itself on the brave 
progress already made. But are you now ma- 
king progress? ‘he prize is not yet in your 


hands. The crown is not yet upon your brow. 


You have not yet heard the welcome “Well done, 
enter into joy.” All that is passed will do you 
no good, unless you advance and overcome what 
still lies between you and the prize. Are you 
now advancing. Let me give you some signs to 
help you determine. 


1, It is a good sign that you are nearing the | 
‘goal, when the mark of the prize grows brighter 


and appears larger. As we approach an object 
it grows plainer to the sight. We can see many 
of its peculiarities, not visible before—many of 
its nice, more delicate shades of beauty, before 
hidden in the distance. It scems to put on new 
It also seems to grow = What 


approach near it, often assumes colossal propor- 
The nearer 
you approach it, the brighter and more glorious 
it appears. New beauties and glories are con- 
stantly coming into view which make the heart 
leap with delight. It expands and expands un- 
til it fills the whole ficld of vision. It becomes 
the all-absorbing object of attention, Christian, 
have you this mark of progress ? 

2. It isa good sign of progress when the ob- 
jects left behind seem to grow smaller and more 
dim. ‘This is the converse of the former, As 
we recede from objects they seem to diminish in 
size, and actually grow more and more indistinct 
to the eye, Whatever attractions they nay pos 
sess to one near them, as you are leaving them 
their less prominent points, one after another 
grow hazy and become invisibie; and when you 
have gone a long way off, the whole at last dis- 
appears. So the world with all its charms whieh 
he is leaving behind, appears to the christian. 


he gets fagther away from it and nearer heav- 
en, its objects which once appeared very large 


and very bright, dwindle into little, dull specks, 
und he wonders how they ever could have ap- 
peared so great and so attractive to him. Le is 
making progress towards heaven and the dimness 
of distance is spread over their charms. Chris- 
tian, is it so with you? 

3. Another good sign of progress is an mncreas- 
tng desire for the prize. As the competitor in 
the race draws near the goal and holds the glori- 
ous prize full in his eye—-as he feels himself close- 
ly pushed by his rivals and kuows that the deci- 
sive moment is just at hand, he is all in a fever 
“Strive, or you will lose.” As 
the cry reaches him his desire for the prize be- 
comes painfully intense. So, as the christian 
nears the goal of his hopes, and the glorious prize 


comes out in brighter, clearer light, his soul is all | 


on fire to obtain it. His desires for heaven grow 
unspeakably intense. He pants for it with un- 
utterable longings. When he feels his remain- 
ing corruptions weighing him down, and all his 
spiritual foes fiercely struggling against him in 
their last chance to one) the glorious prize 
from him, he trembles to Mink of the possibility 
of losing it. He is almost nervously alive to the 
least uncertainty of a sure possession at last. Oh, 
can it be that his enemies shall triumph ; can it 
be that his sins shall prevail ; can it be that he 
shall come short of the glorious reward. As 
faith triumphs over fear, and God gives him the 
assurance of victory, he rejoices with joy un. 
speakable and full of glory, in the near view of 
his heavenly possession. Sometimes as saints 
have drawn to the end of their eager race, such a 
halo of light has shone around the mark of the 
prize, such heavenly music has fallen upon their 
ears, such a refulgence of glory from the Redeem- 
er’s immediate presence has thrown its beams

The savage, 
if any one, may be excused for trying to obtain 
from tobacco and rum, that stimulus which the 
human constitution craves, but which is not fur- 
nished to hin through intellectual and moral cul- 
ture. But for him who has intelligence, and re- 
ligious aspirations, to seek to substitute for the 
thrilling pleasures which these are adapted to 
give, a mere animal excitement, is at least an bad 
taste.

“1 keep my body under and bring it 
into subjection.” “All things are lawful for me, 
but all things are not expedient.” “I please all 
men in all things, not seeking mine own profit 
but the profit of many that they may be saved.”

Praise, A Test of Character. 


“A fining-pot for silver, and a furnace for gold ; 
so is & man in respect to his praise.” 


The effects produced by praise, are-no less va- 
rious than are its different species. If praise be 


u fining-pot, let us observe how different charac: 


ters abide the test. 

Some men it puffs up with a sense of their own 
importance, And not men alone. Young chil- 
dren are still more susceptible of its deleterious 
effect. Who has not seen the bright-cyed child, 
with its fair curls and intelligent face, caressed 
and praised and informed of its beauty, till its 
little heart was full, almost to bursting, of vani- 
ty and pride?) And who has not’ witnessed the 
ruinous results which naturally follow such early 
training? The seeds then sown take deep root, 
The entire substance of the soul becomes permes 
ated with the rootlets of pride, and these shoot 
upinrank Juxuriance, and in time bring forth 
an abundant harvest of shame and mortifieation, 
The child thus flattered, learns to place a false 
estimate on those natural advantages which it 
possesses. It learns to judge of others by their 
outside appearance—by the beauty of complex- 
ion, or by the want of it, by the fine clothes they 
may wear, or their absence. In short, such an 
one learns to judge entirely by outward show, 
und to pay nu regard to substantial and really 
valuable acquirements. 
wealth or beauty or wit he may possess, is amply 
suflicient to carry him through the world in honor 
und in affluence. ‘The skillful tlatterer is not dis- 
pleasing to such a one, but is rather welcomed 
and cherished. There may be, at times, some 
slight suspicion that the professed friend may net 
fully believe all he says; yet why, he is ready to 
ask, should he not? Am I not all that, and even 
more? And so the willing ear is still bent to 
the loved praise. 

It matters little, in such a case, whether this 
excessive praise proceed from the designing flat- 
terer, or from the weak-minded, doting parcut or 
friend. The effect is alike disastrous in either 
alternative. The false impression thus produced 
on the tender mind, can never be wholly effaced. 
The fatal mistake may be perceived, when its 
victim has reached maturity, but the injury in- 
flicted can never be repaired. A youth wasted 
in vanity and pride can never be retraced. 

How many a youth of bright promise has been 
ruined by excessive praise! ‘To escape such a 
catastrophe, where friends are injudicious or false 
enough to bestow it, requires a strength of mind, 
and amount of self-knowledge which but few pos- 
sess. It is to them a fiery furnace. If they 
come forth unscathed, they are true metal, and 
will pass current in any portion of the world.— 
To one accustomed to the voice of the flatterer, 
or io receive the homage of partial friends, the 
moderate, qualified praise of the true and dis- 
cerning friend, not unmixed, it may be, with re- 
proof, is in the highest degree distasteful. Far 
more than that he considers as justly his due. 
And those things for which a judicious friend 


would praise him, he counts perhaps among his - 


weak points. Those on which he most prides 
himself are never mentioned with commendation 
by sucha friend.. And thus all the praise, of 
whatever kind, bestowed on such a man, serves 
to reveal his true character. It shows him a 
weak, empty-minded man. 

But there are those who have a truer estimate 
of themselves—an estimate not taken up rashly, 
at the suggestion of friends real or pretended. It 
is, rather, based on a thorough self-examination, 
and confirmed by repeated tests and trials. A 
prominent ingredient of such correct estimate is 
a genuine humility. No one who knows himself, 
but sees in his heart the amplest ground for the 
exercise of humility. He isaware that there is One 
who knows him infinitely better than he knows 
himself, He feels that there is much in him, 
which cannot meet the gaze of that all searching 
Eye. Let such a man be assailed with the en- 
ginery of the flatterer. His arrows may be so 
sharp and 80 wefl directed, as. to find the joints 
of the harness; but its parts are so firmly knit 
together that they give no entrance to the subtlest 
weapon. ‘The over-weening partiality of friends, 
blind to his defects, will try him more. He is 
assured of their sincerity, and grateful for their 
good will. Self-love pleads with him to receive 
this meed of praise, which yet he is conscious of 
not altogether deserving. The true man will 
abide this test, severe though it be. His genu- 
ine humility and sound judgment will generally 


keep him from falling, or, at the worst, speedily. 


restore him to his proper position. The judicious 
praise of discreet friends will not puff up with 
pride a man of this class. It will rather lead 
him to put a just and proper appreciation on his 
own powers. It will lead him to exercise a due 
degree of self-respect. Instead of relaxing his 
diligence, he will feel that much effort must be 
put forth, to answer the reasonable expectations 
of his friends. . Praise will incite him to more 
constant and well-directed strivings after high 
attainments. He will thus come forth as gold 
from the furnace, purified, shining the brighter 
for the fiery ordeal through which he has passed. 

It is well to praise sparingly, judiciously, when 
praise is merited. Let its object understand by 


]le fancies that the 


your habitual carriage that you appreciate his 
character and his endeavors. Inthe young es 
pecially, every honest effort to do that which is 
right should be met with commendation. ‘There 
is nothing more disastrous to the formation of a 
jovely and noble character, than the feeling of » 
want of appreciationthe feeling that, whatever 
one may do, it will be received with supercilious 
contempt, or with cold indifference. Nothing 
can be more chilling to all the generous impulses 
of the heart; while words of kind commendation 
and judicious praise are like the warm sunshine 
and the gentle dew. Praise then, honestly, ude 


| cously, as in God's sight, and as those who 


would receive His praise at the last. t
